I may mention 
here that I knew some time ago some people 
on the iskand under my right name, there- 
fore I had to put on dark glasses to avoid 
recognition. At headquarters I was received 
by the chief of staff, Colonel Ford, and this 
gentieman took me over to meet the execu- 
tive officer, whose name I cannot recall, but 
who detailed his official car at our service. 

I was taken for luncheon to the Officers’ 
Club. It was attended by all the officers of 
the post, headed by the commander of the 
Second Corps Area, Major-General Summer- 
all. now chief of staff of the United States 
Army.

At first he didn’t understand my name, 
due to his extreme deafness, but when Mr.

After an inspection of the Edison plant 
I returned to New York City and had my 
secretary call up Mr. du Pont of Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, on the long-distance wire and 
inform him that I would come to that city 
the next evening for a short visit to his 
plant.

du Pont had made wonderful arrangements 
for us at. the Hotel du Pont and I was as- 
signed to a fine suite.

Mr. MacKay, the Ford manager in the city 
of the Mormons, immediately took me to 
the State Capito] where |] was received by 
Governor Dern and his staff. Keturn- 
ing to the hotel, I was informed thet Mr. 
Heber J. Grant, President of the Mormon 
Church, would like to pay his respects. Of 
course, I recelved him in my suite at the 
Hotel Utah, and next morning, accompanied 
by Ford representatives, called at the head- 


quarters offices of the Mormons and was. 


received by President Grant, four bishopa 
and other dignitaries of the Mormon Church.
